be so rapid and deep, though less than 250 feét 
in width, that with the means availible a bridge 
could not be thrown across: a raft was therefore 
the only means of reaching the opposite shore, 
but on cutting down timber it was found to be 
so wanting in buoyancy that it-was useless; 
however, in anticipation of such a difficulty, a 
raft had been put together at Tiddim post com- 
posed of empty rum kegs; and this when 
brought out and covered with a light scantling - 
enabled the force tobe got over, nine men ata 
time. 


It was not in working order till the’ 11th 
January, and the troops being told off into 
reliefs to haul it backwards and forwards, every- 
thing, including guns, ammunition, gear, baggage, 
and rations, reached the west bank by the morn- 
ing of the 14th, All hands worked witha will 
unremittingly night and day, as it was realized 
that it was the’ only means of getting at the 
Chins.

14. The crossing was opposed by the Chins, 
the Siyins having crossed lower down stream 
to join the Nwengals, and a constant fusilade 
was kept up dn the gth and toth, accompanied 
by much shouting and beating of gongs, twenty.
